United Statee, thei'efora in

But as yat, the 
300-mtlara do not show any 
sign! of readiness to see 
limits or rules or some inter¬ 
national Jurisdiction placed on 
their claims to ocean sover¬ 
eignty.

It Isn't axacUy a matter of 
making the medication "Inef¬ 
fective." Rather there's a 
substance In cheese end some 
other things that changaa tha 
action, making lha blood pres¬ 
sure go higher. 


Itw reeult, so far as you ars 
oonoarned, is tot lamt — 
your blood pressure isn't con¬ 
trolled. 


The substence Is tyramlne 
and It’e particularly irevalent 
In aged oheeaa — eh^dar. for 
one. So avoid aged cheeses 
and dieouss with your doctor 
whether to your case you can 
safely eat tome of toe other 


cheeses that do not involve 

aging. 

Other floods to avoid for the 
same purpoae are yeast ex¬ 
tracts. chickan liver, choco¬ 
late, beer, and wines.

At the opening of the mar¬ 
ket. the yen was quoted at 
3421.30 to the doller, an in¬ 
crease of |.3 per OMt over the 
360 Id the dollar parity set 
after the Second W(^ War. 

Dealers said the yen was of¬ 
fered et 333.50 to the dollar at 
the opening of the exchenge 
but there were no takers. 
Being Saturday, the exotiange 
was In busiuM only In the 
morning. 

Hnanoe Minister Mikie Ml- 
suta announced Friday night 
the yen «vUI be temporarily 
floated, allowed to find its 
own esohange rate aooording 
to supply and demand. 

The yen's Increaaed value 
will make Japan'a many ex¬ 
ports more expensive in North 
America and U. 8 . products 
cheaper in Japan. 

ITw fovMtunent, trying to 
prevent this hkm to the bexxn- 
ing Japanese egport trade, 
had bought about f4 biiSon 
U.S. in the last two weeks to 
keep the yen from dimbing. 

The governor of the Bank of 
Japan, Tadaahi Sasaki, said 
the Japanese floet wHl be al¬ 
lowed only within certain 
limiu, with the central bank 
movifig la Id buy up doilars tf 
the yen atarts to oUmb Wm 
far.

This bad certainly happened 
in Africa, toe biahop aeld, and 
increasingly ai these cmin- 
triee achieve a netlnnallstlc 
outlook on life. 

"They ere reelly realizing 
vrix) they are and we are 
happy that tlwy are.', he said. 

However, acoMtong to Rev. 
David Woeller, who will 
prMent a background study to 
ttw council, some ohurch lead¬ 
ers feel that Norto American 
churches still assume a colon* 
iaRst attitude of domination 
and monopely. 

Woeller. in charge of Carlh- 
baan projects for toe Anglican 
council members must try to 
develop a concept of mutual 
aid without hidden measures 
of control. 

He said that churches 
should agree only to short¬ 
term projects of en eoumeni- 
cal nature, and that churches 
In developing countries must 


be made awwre of current and 
future suiipoit upon which 
they can rely before they can 
iw^ to plan firojects and 
programs responsibly.

the only possibility (or reach¬ 
ing agreement'* tliose were 
the words of John R. Steven¬ 
son. U.S. state department 
legal adviaer and head of the 
American delegation, as the 
debate reeaeaed until early 
1972. 

But the 12-4iiile limit alone 
is far from enough to satisfy 
tile militant 20(MniIeni. The 
central problem of a new con¬ 
vention will be to find some 
kind of a compromise to satis¬ 
fy their demands for full ex¬ 
ploitation of seabed and fish¬ 
ing resources, but not inter¬ 
fering with the traditional 
rq^ts of innocent i>assage and 
freedom of the seas. World 
commerce and intemationa! 
security depends upon the lat¬ 
ter piMnts.

OCEAN cmr. Md (UPI) — 
Tropical storm Doria. packing 
winds of only five miles less 
than hurricane force, zipped 
norraeastward along the At- 
larinc coast late Friday night 
aimed toward the populous 
New York area. 

The storm kicked off heavy 
rains in advance, from the 
eastern shore of Mar>'land 
into southern New England 
and inland for 100 miles. 

A hurricane watdi was in 
effect for the coastal region 
from Manaaquan, NJ. to 
Cape Arm.. Mass., including 
New York city. Long Island 
,and the south coast of Connec¬ 
ticut. 

Doria's final destination has 
been charted as Nova Scotia. 

Doria was expected to 
resell New York city early 
today after spawning a tor¬ 
nado near Norfolk, Va.. 
caving in roofs, uprooting 
trees and Imocking down 
power and telejihone lines. 

Thomas Dunn, mayor of 
Elizabeth. N.J.. proclaimed a 
state of emergency Friday (or 
his city which sets near seu 
level. He said at least 100 per¬ 
sons had been evacuated from 
their homes and an appeal 
was nude for rawboeta. 

Dunn said heavy rain had 
" caused fkMding and “we re 
•■xpecting more.” 

Hea\*y rains set off in ad¬ 
vance of Doria, measured at 
3.80 inenes in Central Park, 
flooded subway stations and 
stmiMied thousands of week¬ 
end bound commuters. 

Heavy rains flooded sub¬ 
ways and stranded commut¬ 
ers heading home for the 
weekend in New York City. 
Washington suburbs were hit 
by flash flooding. A mayor in 
New Jersey proclaimed a 
st^te of emergency caused by 
heav>' rains and more expect¬ 
ed to come 

Doria. slowed to 60 m.p.h 
after making a landfall on the 
North Carolina coast, grew in 
intensity to 63 m.p.h. After 
mo\‘lng back over the water 
at 10 p.m. EDT. and the 
we ither Imreau In Washing¬ 
ton said there were chances 
the storm would generate 
winds of 75 miles per hour In 
squalls. Hurricane foroe Is 75 
m p.h. 

At 10 p.m., the storm centre 
was located near 37.2 north 
and 75.5 west of near Cape 
Charles. Va.. and was mo\'lng 
northeast at almost 30 miles 
per hour, a (iv‘e mile increase 
in forward speed within two 
hours. 

At least one subway line 
was out of service in the na¬ 
tion's largest city, and Mayor 
John Lindsay called in his 
emergency contol board to 
consider flood-control mea- 
sures.
